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TUESDAY’S ELECTION. 


An impartial analysis of Tuesday’s 
scattering off-year elections shows 
three unmistakable and well-defined 
trends in popular thought— 

First, that toward democratic sol- 
idarity in the south. 

- Second, a: growing dissatisfaction 
with the party in power. 

Third, a growing opposition in 
rural sections toward the increas- 
ing of bonded indebtedness. 

That the south is solidly demo- 
cratic again, including the border 
States, aS are Kentucky and Mary- 
land, is not surprising to students 
of political thought who have 
watched the reactions from the 
break-aways of 1920. It will be re- 
called that in Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Maryland and Virginia the republi- 
cans made strong gains in the land- 
side that swept Harding into the 
presidency. In Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee the balance of power swung 
to the republicans. 

In 1922 Tennessee democrats re- 
gained their lost ground with great- 
e: than normal majorities, and the 
Kentucky election Tuesday illus- 
trates that the democrats have cap- 
tured that state agzin with their old- 
time, pre-war strength. 

And the same story comes ont of 
Maryland, where the democrats not 
only reelected Governor Ritchie but 
made substantial gains in the state 
house and senate. 

In the congressional elections tn 
New York and Illinois, caused by 
deaths, no changes were made in 
party results, the democrats hold- 
ing all of their seats by increased 
majorities. It is not significant that 
republicans gained in New York 
state five seats in the state as- 
sembly. 

That 


these results indicate 
ministration in power is the one 
conclusion that any student of the 
psychology of politics must admit. 
In the elections immediately pre- 


administration in power, of what- 
ever party faith, is necessarily on 
trial. The party machinery of such 
an administration is put into its 
strongest action by reason of that 
fact. The vote of the people is 
therefore necessarily indicative of 
the trend of satisfaction or dissatis- 
faction, and in Tuesday’s elections 
it is obvious that the trend is away 
from the republicans. 

The third conclusion, that of op- 
position to assuming larger bonded 
indebtedness on the part of rural 
voters, is evidenced by the over- 
whelming defeat of the $50,000,000 
highway proposal in Virginia. 

Virginia is one of the most pro- 
gressive states in the south. The 
leading agricultural commodity, ex-

‘cept its pasturage and live stock in- 
austries, is tobacco, and the prices 
this year have ruled good. The peo 
ple are fairly prosperous, and the 
prosperity is more uniformly dis- 
tributed than in many other of the 
agricultural states.

New York, November 7.—OUne of 
the greatest American playwrights 
told me the other day he would never 
write another play. His complwint 
is one that is frequently heard—that 
producers do not play a fair game. 

He says the man who bolds his art 
above chicainery hasn't a chance in 
the devious customs that. preducers 
employ. In all his experience, he 
says, only two producers have kept 
their word. 

Seven months ago he left a play 
with a certain producer. When he 
| went around to see what had. hap- 
| pened to it, he was usked by a potite 
| gecretary to wait for a few days. He 
|demanded his script. He fond it 
| had not been opened. 
| The loss in this particular instance 
'was heavy, for another playwright 
ihad embodied the big theme for a

Most housewives feel that lamh 
chops are so good that they need no 
variety in cooking. And in a mvos 
ure this is true. Still for the seke 
of change it is worth while to try 
occasional variation. If you canrot 
get lamb chops, but must eecept mut- 
ton chops, which are tougher, it is 
a good plan to make use of sume 
of these variations, and shoulder 
lamb chops may be used in place cf 
the usua! loia or rib chop. 

Breaded chops are delicious, First 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
then dip in beaten egg und roll in 


fine crumbs. Have a pan of boiling 
fat and drop the chops in, allowing 
them to cook about eight minutes. 
Drain on absorbent paper and serve 
with mashed potatoes and green 
peas. 

Mutton or lamb chops may he 
cooked in the casserole. First the 
chops should be sauted—fried in a 
frying pan—so that they are brown 
on all sides. Have ready a diced 
onion, four or five tablespoons of 
diced carrot and saute them quickiy 
in the fat. Add a tablespoon of flour, 
mix and put this mixture with the 
chops in the casserole. Pour a cup 
af boiling water in the pan to 
get the gravy and add this with a 
little meat stock to the chcps. Sim 
mer in casserole in the oren for an 
hour. Mushrooms may’ he added.

FORBES 10 RESIGN 


Washington, November 7.—Presi- 
dent Hardirg forced the cesignation 
of Charles R. Forbes as director of 
the veterans’ bureau for insubordi- 


nation in connection with the sale 
of government property at Perryville, 
Md., the senate veterans’ committee 
was told today by Brigadier General 
Charles E. Sawyer, personal. friend 
and physician of the late president. 
Dr. Sawyer explained that after 
Mr. Harding had ordered the move- 
ment of goods from Perryville to stop, 


a number of cars had been allowea 
to go forward to the purchaser, the 
Thompson & Kelly Co., Inc.. of Bos- | 
ton. When this came to the atten- 
tion of the president, who previously 
Sawyer the sale was 
“a waste and should not be toler- 
ated,”” Forbes was asked to resign. — 

Within a few days after the sale 
in the latter part of 
last January, Forbes saiied for Eu- 
rope. His friends said at the time 
that his health had failed, but re- 
ports persisted that his resignation 
then was in the hands of President 
Harding. Forbes returned to this 
country the following nenth and 
quit the bureau last March 1.

STRANDED BOOZE SHIPS

Salisbury, N. <., November 7.— 
Two ships with liquor cargoes, strand- 
ed off the North Carolina coast last 
night, were ordered seized today by 
State Prohibition Director A. B. Col- 
trane, with offices in this city. County 
and city officials of Bogue inlet and 
Beaufort, where the vessels were. 
stranded, were authorized to seize 
the ships by Mr. Coltrane when they 
notified him of the attempt at smug- 
gli 


ing. 
B. C. Sharpe, field agent, Federal 
Agent Houser, Captain Townsend and 
a federal inspector were rushed from 
Salisbury to these points in eastern 
North Carolina early today to take 
charge of the ships and confiscation 
of their cargoes. 

One rum running ship, a motor ves- 
sel which was stranded off Bogue in- 
let, Onslow county, close to Swains 
boro. was reported as being com- 
pletely wrecked. Its cargo. consisting 


of 31 barrels and 261 cases of liquor, 
was removed by the coast guards and 
five men, including the captain, were 
arrested, according to reports received 
by Mr. Coltrane. 

The other vessel, a yacht with a 
large quantity of liquor aboard, after 


being stranded, started unloading its 
illicit cargo to citizens of Beayfort, 
reports stated. Mayor Thomas, of 
that city, wired Prohibition, Director 
Coltrane for orders to stop the proce- 
dure.
